This is the first of a series describing the problems and difficulties 
faeedby the expatriate Hungarian students, brought to Canada by the 
Immigration department under the aegis of WUS of Canada. 

About two weeks ago, a group of more than 100 male 
and female university students, who had fled the Communist 
dictatorship of Hungary, arrived at Dorval Airport as guests of 
the: Canadian Department of Immigration. The intention was 
that these students would register at Canadian Universities next 
Fall- and resume their interrupted studies. 
'At present these people are be-

To the politically nateve, that.it to those who ara unable 
to visualize world ' events in terms of power politics and still 
cling to. some notion of international morality the last week was 
« difficult one. It must have been especially trying to the average 
North American who believes that since Russia knows we won't 
attack, therefor, It follows ipso facto that all world tensions are 
part of the Communist plot for world domination. 

We woke up to the fact many of the Hungarian refugees 
were indeed fascists as the Soviets had claimed/ although this 
does not justify Soviet action. We woke up to the fact that 
I even in our great, prosperous on paper, .country there were 
tnany lower income groups who felt that the Hungarians would 
take away their Jobs or cause the price paid for their labour to 
be lowered. We woke up to the fact that many students' felt that 
the scholarships, for the Hungarians might be better applied to 
needy Canadians. 

' In the middle east we woke Up to the fact that American 
policy was dictated almost completely by oil interests. We woke 
up to the fact that the ultra-moral Americans would tolerate 
their president playing sycophant to an anti-Christian, Anti- 
Jewish despot who 'keeps thousands of slaves and hundreds of 
Cadillacs while his people starve. We saw demonstrated in Its 
full ugliness dollar diplomacy. We got a clear picture of the 
pro-western middle east elements. 

In Germany we woke up to the fact that we no longer control 
that country we defeated in the last great war. We woke up 
to the fact that contrary to popular fiction, German militarism 
is not dead and led by such men as Kurt Meyer, convicted mur- 
derer of twelve. Canadians, is undergoing a definite resurgence. 
; We listened in silence to the demands of the Germans for the 
return of the few convicted war-criminals still remaining in allied 
i; prisons. We thought of Flander's Field. 

Perhaps our greatest shock was the realization that Nehru 
of India, moralist and intelectual leader in the Gandhi tradition, 
was little more than an extremely canny politician, Nehru on 
Israel, "You know our relations and contacts with the Arab nations 
are considerable and in this matter there is considerable passion." 
"...Of course-we sympathize with many of the claims of the 
Arabs their territory, In regard to refugees, and in regard to 
other matters. Clearly Nehru was thinking of ; himself. He was 
also thinking of himself when In deference to a United Nations 
Resolution he annexed part of Kashmir. -This Is the 'same Nehru, 
supporter par excellence of the principles of the UN. 

Perhaps we should stop trying to achieve an individual 
attitude, towards world events. Clearly It is impossible for us 
as Individuals to divorce our personal - ethic from influencing 
our decisions. Where Is the clearly defined diference between 
East and West?

To be effective, a Union must cater to tho tastts of the 
students; that Is, provide tho facilities which they will use. If 
a Union does provide such facilities, it will bo used by the majo- 
rity of the students, not lust 2 or 3 times a week, but everyday. 
Hero .we find that less than 50% of the' students use the Union 
as It' should be used if it fulfilled the needs of the students. The 
amaxing result is that 39% of tho students use the Union only 
once a month or not at all. What is wrong? Either the Union does 
not supply the necessary facilities, or If it does, they are obvious- 
ly too overcrowded. 

Do you feel a real need for a New Union?

Those who answered "no" believed that additions or reno- 
vations to the present Union would be sufficient, or that they 
would never use it, even if. dancing girls were performing day 
and night. 

One of those who answered "yes" said that he would not 
want a new building to.be called a "Union". So this summarizes 
the whole philosophy of those who believe that a New Union is 
needed, but do nothing about It. The function of the modern 
Union In the life of a student is most Important. Without going 
Into a long discussion on this subject ,lt Is known by all that 
socially; culturally and economically, a Union Is essential. A 
student's studies must be supplemented by what a Union, fulfil- 
ling Its function, has to offer.
